Subject: Import policy for soda Ash (S. No. 26/V) of the Import Trade Control 
I Schedule for the licensing period January~June, 1954. 

No. 50-lTC(P.N,)/S4.—^Attention of importers is Invited to the entries against 
Serial No. 26/V in Appendix ‘A’ to the Red Book for the current half year 
wherein it has been stated that licences for soda ash including calcined natural 
soda and manufactured sesqulcarbonates but excluding heavy natural soda ash 
will be granted to established Importers on a quota of 20 per cent, of half of 
their best year’s imports. 

2. Subsequently in Public Notice No. 32-lTC (P.N.)/54 dated the 23rd March, 
1954 it was decided to allow additional imports by established Irnporters against 
quota licences held by them for the licensing period January-June, 1964 to the 
extent of 25 per cent, of the face value of those licences. 

3. The Government have reviewed the position of stocks in the country of 
soda ash and have decided to liberalise imports of this item further Supple¬ 
mentary licences equal to 16 per cent of half of the best year’s Imports will be 
granted on applications which should be made to the licensing authority con¬ 
cerned in the prescribed form and maimer before the 30th May, 1954 The 
supplementary licences will be valid for shipment before 15th July,’ 1954 .
